from Nagasaki, with a cargo of coals. Tho 
Conquest was fast ‘in. the ice about three 
miles up, and the fungshun, after sticking 
for a short time alongside her, had fo break 
her own way,: Sho passed the Gorman 
gunboat Cyclops bound down, and arrived 
at Tientsin at 6 a.m. on the 2nd. The 
Haining arrived the same day, having been 
unfortunate in. grounding on the bar; and 
the ice had cut o small hole in her side 
just about the water line. Tho Conguest 
is also said to be damaged. On her return 
pasaage the Frngshun passed the Appin 
‘and Taku in the river, on the morning of 
the 8rd, Three of the 0, CG.

Another version, gathered from the people, 
js that General Chou followed the insurgents, 
not to fight, but to try and induce them: to 
return, and so only took about 200 men with 
him. That he came up to them near T’sang- 
Chou, and sent a deputy forward to parloy ; 
that the insurgents returned answer to the 
General’s propositions, saying they should 
not return ; but aa he had about Ts, 40,000 
of their money at his home in Kiang-Nan, 
they ‘intended to proceed thither and help 
themselves, It is also said that“a fight 
oceurred east of T’sang Chow, between these 
deserters and the local troops and peqsantry, 
in which the deserters were badly ‘beaten, 
and at last accounts were making for their 
homes as rapidly as possible, About half of 
these southern troops aro said to have been 
connected with the old Taiping or other 
tebel movements, and they are u terror to 
the country they are supposed to protect, A

surface, so that al eotators may plainly seo 
them; and he will finish the exhibition by 
feeding them with his own hands. In case 
he fails to perform any part of this: pro- 
gramme, the ticket-money will be returned 
to all passengers who visit Boston to see the 
Whales, and witness their performance, and 
the said passengers will be sent back to their 
home with free passes." :

No sooner wae the foregoing real, than 
from all parts of the United States and 
Canado letters and telegrams began to pour 
into Boston and ita suburbs, beaeeching 
hotel proprietors, boarding-house keopers, 
parents, uncles aunts, brothers, sisters, 
and cousins to renerve rooms for sightgcers, 
On the day after Christmas thy trains were 
crowded to excess, and from that day to 
‘this strangers kept arriving, til every 
building (-xcept the Old South Church) in 
the oily and. suburbs’ was. filled from 
basement to garret, Meanwhile, from all 
the neighbouring ports, and even.from New 
York, steamers and small boats have arriv-

raige my team of whales to the surface,' so 
that all persons may see thom. Then leap- 
ing down, he and James Ryder began to 
turn the windlags in his boat, while his 
otHeraons did the same in theirs, and thus 
simultanecusly began to wind in the amall 
hawsers that led over tho bows, Ina little 
more than three minutes these hawaers 
were drawn in tight, Tho turners thon 
turned thoir windlasses ‘leas and leas- fast, 
At intervals, when Mr Ryder could find 
broath, he informed me that the gas-filled 
compartments in the bows and aterns served 
to prevent the boata from sinking too deep 
into the water, a8 the strain on the hawsers 
became greater and greater “while they 
wero. “raising tho whales. more and 
moro out of their native element.” Juat 
as he gaapingly concluded this information, 
I caught a glimpso' of dark outlines, and 
direstly after of still darker huge bodies, a 
short distance from the bows. 1m another 
moment the whole of the backs of ' the two 
monstora wére distinctly visible above the 
surface. :
